I  have 
been  breeding  Gladiolus,  for  several  years,  until 
recently,  and  have  several  pretty  good  ones  that 
have  found  favor  with  the  Glad  fans,  and  I  have  a 
particularly  fine  red  one  that  may  be  introduced 
next  year.  If  you  are  interested  in  glads,  come 
and  see  this  new  one  which  will  be  in  bloom  about 
the  second  week  in  August.  And,  of  course,  we 
will  want  you  to  visit  our  Iris  Gardens  at  Iris 
Time.  I  am  at  home  and  in  my  gardens  Sundays, 
Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays,  and  am  always  glad  to 
see  visitors.
